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1. Applicant's election of Group I in the reply filed on *1 1-02-04** is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 7-9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected Invention**, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on **1 1-02-04

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
**Fortenberry in view of McNabb et al. Fortenberry discloses the apparatus to effect the 
method of dispensing a product ( pill) by separating two strips to release the pillMhe 
strips are advanced as needed to dispense a pill. Note in figure 1 1 the use of rolling up 
the strips by the elements as shown. In regard to claims 1,4 , to provide that 
Fortenberry's released pill would be released into a 'diluent' would be obvious during 
normal operation to so release a pill into water as before taking a pill , and therefore , 
this feature is not afforded any patentable weight. Also Mc Nabb et al also discloses the 
desired use of releasing a product into a diluent . In regard to claims 2 and 3, to so 
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provide that Fortenberry's device would dispense such products as a detergent into a 
dishwasher, would be obvious in view of the teachings , of McNabb's disclosed use of 
releasing a detergent into a dishwasher (abstract) for the advantage of expediting the 
dispensing of such detergent products into a dishwasher.
